Sun, glorious sun. 

Ever noticed how the Netherlands is 
a completely different country when the sun is 
shining? Seriously. Every year it catches me off 
guard, as the transformation is so instant and 
extreme. 

This past Sunday was a glorious sunny day, so 
the family and I set off to explore the city. We 
didn’t make it too far, as ThingOne was feeling 
“all bunched up ” in our new double stroller and 
“needed to run”. The impending crisis was 
avoided as her: “I NEED TO GET OUT” cries 
coincided perfectly with our stumbling upon a 
spacious city square/playground. 

The loveliest thing about this particular 
playground is that the fenced in sandbox just 
happens to be next to a terraced cafe, which just 
happens to serve adult drinks next to the 
playground. Who says you can’t find good 
service in the Netherlands? So, the hubby and 
I, ordered our G&T’s in plastic beakers and 
took our spots on a sunny bench overlooking 
the nearby canal. 

I gazed around taking in the sights of the 
Netherlands ”first-days-of-sun”. Things were 
definitely different: Birds were chirping, trees 
were blooming and the sky was an unfamiliar 
blue colour. But, that wasn’t all: The people 
themselves were different. Relaxed. Happier. 
Friendlier. Chattier. 

Just as I was about to comment on this, a Dutch 
woman plopped down beside me and started 
enthusiastically chatting away. As if by reading 
my mind, the first thing out of her mouth 
was: ”Isn’t Amsterdam an entirely different city 
when the weather’s warm?” 

As long as I’ve lived here, I’ve always thought 
that Dutch people are seriously sun-deprived. 
The Dutch winter is long, wet and dark. 

Oh and did I mention it’s long? Some years 


it feels like it spans the better half of the 
calendar year and some years it actually does. 
But with those first few sunny days, the country 
comes alive and out of the dark winter trenches 
emerges the beautiful city I fell in love with. 

On those first few sunny days, every cafe, bar 
and restaurant throws open its doors and eagerly 
starts setting up their terraces. Dutch people 
haul their dining rooms chairs (and sometimes 
tables!) outside their homes and sit proudly on 



their sidewalks soaking in the precious rays. 

The city’s outdoor parks and squares immediate 
fill up. Endless boats cruise the canals. 

It doesn’t matter what day of the week it is, if 
there’s sun, the Dutch are nearly obliged to be 
out and about. Work? Didn ’t you get the 
memo?! Work can wait- the sun is here! Don’t 
believe me? Take a walk around any city in the 
Netherlands this week and you will see outdoor 
terraces and cafes! overflowing with Dutch 
people. The Dutch make it happen, because 
above all, they’ve got their priorities straight. 
Meetings in stuffy boardrooms are swapped for 
outdoor rendez-vous, and indoor activities are 
moved to the fresh air. All hail the mighty sun! 
The Dutch you see are like sunflowers. You’ll 
find them right now, as we speak, sitting 
outdoors, chairs turned and faces pointed 
directly to the sun, bathing in the light. 

One thing is for certain: If the sun is out, so are 
the Dutch.

Last Maas & Waal Drinks, on 29 April, saw about 
130 happy people dressed in orange. Orange is 

associated with 
the Dutch but 
why? After all, 
the Dutch flag is 
a horizontal red 
white and blue. 
Orange is the 
color of 

the Dutch Royal 
Family, which 

goes back to the House of Orange. 

The House of Orange-Nassau is a branch of the 
German House of Nassau. 

Wikipedia quotes: 

’’William I of Orange, amongst other names known 
as “Father of the Fatherland”, organized the Dutch 
revolt against Spanish mle, which after the Eighty 
Years’ War, led to an independent Dutch State.” 

On royal birthdays, the Dutch tricolor is flown with 
an orange pennant above it. 

On King’s Day, the normally rather subdued Dutch, 
when it comes to celebrating or partying, change into 
this one Big Loving Orange Family, which is so in 
our Dutch genes and a great spectacle for visitors. 

The morning is spent watching TV to witness how the 


Dutch Royal Family visits nominated Dutch towns. 
While watching this spectacle, one consumes orange 
decorated cakes “tompoucen” and (copious amounts 
of) Oranje Bitters. Once the TV program is over, the 
Dutch flow into the streets to sing, dance and to sell 
and trade without a license - the famous 
“Freemarket”. 

So what is King’s Day? 

Former Queen Juliana, the current Dutch King’s 
Grandmother, had her birthday on 30 April and so 
that day became Koninginnedag, (Queensday). 
Former Queen Beatrix, daughter of Juliana and 
mother of King Willem Alexander, has her birthday 
on 31 January but, when Beatrix was crowned Queen 
of the Netherlands in 1980, as a gesture of respect to 
her mother and considering the climatic 
circumstances in the Netherlands in January, 30 
April remained Koninginnedag. 

The Netherlands now has a King, whose birthday is 
27 April. Hence, Koninginnedag 30 April has now 
changed to Koningsdag (Kingsday) and is held on 27 
April. And Neerlandia, one way or another, has 
always celebrated the Dutch Monarch’s birthday 
with a serious orange happening. 

In Perth these days, with a lot of younger Dutch 
migrants, the Dutch Consulate organizes an annual 
Orange dance fest in Fremantle in cooperation with 
Neerlandia; both parties have different dynamics but 
at the end of the day we all unite in being “Orange”. 
If you missed this year’s get together in the 
Edelweiss Hall, make a note: Neerlandia is doing it 
again on 24 April 201 7 .

Discover Holland's best kept 
secret: It’s food! Our cuisine 
is not well known, but 
nonetheless exciting. 

Amandelbroodjes. 

Ingredients: 

250 gr slivered almonds. 

250 gr sugar. 

1 teaspoon almond essence. 

1 large egg. 

Zest of 1/2 lemon. 

8 squares of puff pastry. 

1/4 cup coarse sugar. 

Add the almonds, the sugar, the almond essence, 
one large egg and the lemon zest to a food processor 
and pulse repeatedly until the paste comes together. 
It should be sticky, but stiff and you should still be 
able to see itty-bitty pieces of almond and sugar 
crystals. 

Preheat the oven to 180 C. 

Take 50 gr of the almond 
paste and roll it into a small 
log. Wet the puff pastry with 
a little bit of water and place 
the log slightly to the right of 
the middle. Fold the dough 
over so that the long ends 
meet, and pinch the dough 
together or use a small fork 
to push the tines into the 
dough and sealing it. Brush a 
little bit of water on the top 
of the turnover and dip it into the coarse sugar. 

When all turnovers have been fdled and folded, you 
than place them in the fridge until you are ready to 
bake. 

Place them on a baking tray lined with parchment 
paper or on a silicon tray and cover with plastic so 
they don't dry out. You can wrap and freeze any 
leftover spijs. 

Bake for 20 minutes, or until the tops are golden and 
puffy. No worries if they look too big, the dough 
will slightly collapse as it cools! 

Almond paste gets really, really 
into a hot amandelbroodje just 
yet. 

Let it cool until warm to the 
touch - that's when they're at 
their best!

I need support, what should I do. 


If you are looking to receive a Home Care Package, you will need to be assessed and found 
eligible by an Aged Care Assessment Team (ACAT). 

An ACAT assessment is a meeting with a member of the team such as a doctor, nurse, 
social worker or other health professional to assess your care needs and talk to you about 
how well you are managing in your day-to-day life. They will help identify the right 
services for your needs and work out what level of care you require. The ACAT will 
provide you with a letter that tells you which types of subsidised services you have been 
approved to receive. The team might also put you in touch with organisations in your local 
area that can deliver the services you need. 

The ACAT will set out the next steps for you after your assessment. You can find more

Help at home: Costs explained. 

The Australian Government subsidises a range of aged care services in Australia. If your 
personal circumstances allow it, it is expected that you will contribute towards the cost of 
your care, if you can afford to do so. 

The funding programme or package through which you access aged care services at home 
will determine how much you will need to pay. Any fees and eligibility for subsidy will be 
discussed and agreed upon with your service provider before you receive the relevant 
services.

Goes is a municipality and a city in the southwester in the district 
Zuid-Beveland of the province of Zeeland, the Netherlands. 

The town of Goes has approximately 29,000 residents. 

History: 

Goes was founded in 

Flag & Coat of Arms of Goes. the j 0th centU ry on 

the edge of a creek called: “De Korte Gos.” Hence the 
name Goes! 

The village grew fast and early in the 12th century it had a 
market square and a church devoted to Mary Magdalene. 

In 1405 Goes received city rights from William, Duke of 
Bavaria, by his right as Count of Holland and in 1417 it 
was allowed to build town walls. 

The prosperity of the city was based upon the cloth 
industry and the production of salt. In the 16th century 
Goes declined. Its connection to the sea silted up and in 
1554 a large fire destroyed part of the city. 

In Autumn 1572, during the course of the Eighty Years' 

War, Goes, situated in the Spanish occupied part of the 
Netherlands, was besieged by Dutch forces with the 

support of English troops. The siege was relieved in October 1572 by Spanish Tercios, who waded across 

the Scheldt to attack the besieging forces. 

In 1577 the Spanish soldiers who occupied Goes were 
driven out by Prince Maurits of Nassau. The prince built 
a defence wall around Goes, which is still partly standing. 
From the 17th century Goes was not an important city, 
except as an agricultural centre. 

It did not suffer extensive damage during the Second 
World War, but was under German occupation until 
1944. 

There was little population growth until the 1970s and 
1980s. Then the city grew fast because of new districts 
like Goese Meer, Oostmolenpark, Overzuid and 
Ouverture were being established. It is now the fourth 
largest economic centre in Zeeland. 

Even more districts are being planned, amongst them Goese Schans, Mannee and 
Aria, where 3,000 new houses are to be built.
